And being foredifreſt, by the Empcrours,ard the Catholique 
Leagues Army, ſo that they could not hald out longe : his 
Marie. the Kinge of Swethen , drew his forces toa head by 
Spandaw, & was relolued to relceuc yt, and to that intent, ſent 
vnto the Duke of S4xonre , tointreat him he vvould ioync his 
forces with his,or at leaſt, giue him paſlage through his Contric 
towards Magdenburch , vyhich the Duke of Saxome refuſing, 
the King ſcing tha t Tilly had had too longe time , to fortitic 
himſelfe againſt him, and that the Towne was almoſt paſt re- 
leife, reſolved to goe by the waye of diverſion,and ſoc marching 
vvith bis Armye,to Fsanckfort ypon the Oatr, took it in bravely 
vpon Palm. ſunday.laſt at noone day, by an aſſault, as yec 5/all 
percciue kere after, 

Generall Tilly then, bcaring ofthe Kinges Comming , did 
haſten,and advance forward his vyorkes, & approaches, towards 
Magdenburch ; but, could ſcarccly get any ground towardes 
ute walls, becauſe thoſe yvithla did defend themſclyes fo brave- 
A lyc, 
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lye,and the ſonldiers fallied ont often times vpon them ', ſoe 
that his yyorkes went more flowlie forwarde,then he expeQed, 
Having intelligece in the meane while, (asisfaigythat the King 
approached , kee ſent his Aſſiſtant Generall, vvith Ittters ta the 
Farle of Papenheym , vvhich vyasin his quarter of Gayleben that 
he should aſten forward bis vvorkes in the new Towne,ſeing 
he had vndcrſtood (by letters intercepted, ) that the King mar- 
ched with his whole Armve to relcive the Towne, andthat the 
Euangelicall Princes,did take vp a great number of men,in the 
Empite, which without al queſtion, was for the relcife of Mag- 
denburch. This Afﬀiſtant was taken by ſome horſemen in the 
Towne, and brought priſonnet into it with letters, that the 
King had promiſed to releeve them,ypon the honour of a King. 
At this newes Falkenburck, the Burgers and Souldiers , vvere 
reaſonable well conteted, & the Imperialiſtsin the meanctime 
advanced forwarde their approaches yery much, and did mach 
harme in ſhooting vvith their ordinance , vypon the ſteeple 
of the Cathederall Church, vntill the ſeaventh of May old ſtile, 
that he began to play furiouſlie ypon the tyvo ſmall pointes of 
Soutbburch, and the new Toyvyne with eight batteries, vyhere- 
of, three of then yyere made before the Southburke vpon the 
Heydeck, and had ten halfe Canon planted 'vpon rhem,three in 
the nevy Toyyne , ypon their fort next the Highport , from 
y vhence cight Zalfe Cans played, & over the Elve right again(t 
the Bulyyarke of the new worke in the new Towne, from a ba- 
terye that had cight halfe Canon morevpon it. And another 
from the Tole, yvhere ypon they had 5 ſmaller pecces of Ordi- 
nance , playing ypon the newe vvorke of the'marsh ; ſoc that 
this sootinge vviththeir Canon, from all thoſe batreryes laſted 
the 7,8,and 9 of Maye Conrinuallie dayc and night, vmiill ninc 
of the Clocke in theevening, vvhile thatthey coolcd their ordi- 
nance, & shott noe more,inſo much that they shotrmany thou- 
ſands of shott, but did litle harme with them, for they ſhotr ſoe 
many vpon the Heydeck , that the one biitlent brake. the orher 
in 


in peeces, and the worke began to be the ſtronger for it, They 
Short alſo to beate downe the turret of the newe Towne, that 
falling into the moate it might fill it yp, but being then hott 

downe;, it fell (idelinges & fruſtated their hopes, From the other 

ſide of the water, they shott downe three ſtone yyalls, vpon the 

Tovyyne Bulyvyarke,but made litle,or noegreatte breache at all 

in the vyall, and though they caſt in many hundred Granadoes 

into the Tow ne, they did litle hurt, to man orhouſe, And vvith- 

all the shoting from their ordinance, there was but two ſlayne, 

(to vvit) a man anda yvoman going to church , and ypon the 

vyall not paſſing 8, or ten Souldiers, and Burgers, 

. VVhile the Imperialiſts the ninth of May,held yp shooting 
vvith their ordinance, and were very till, thoſe of the Toyync 
perceived, that they drevve of ſome ordinance, from their bai 
terye by the Southburke, vvhich gaye thE hopes that the King 
of Swethen was not farre from thence, yvhich made them like. 
wiſe belecue, that they vvould march avvay , and ſoc lcaye thc 
ſcidge. Not vvith ſtaading, they kept ſtrong watch all that night, 
for all the (ouldiers, beſides the Burgers vyatch , and the horſe- 
men vvere Continuallic vpon the yyall , vvith their piſltolls in 
their hands, and their bandeliers about them though they vyverc 
aſſured that they, vvith the Burgers, vvere to expett bur litle 
quarter, Thus paſſing the night ouer witha good gard, thc Im- 
perialiſts being very flent, about fiue of the clocke in the mor- 
ning, thcy dreyv off from their gards,& the yvalles,and betooke 
them ſelves totheir reſt, vy hereof the Imperialiſts knovving by 
their intelligence,as wel as themſclvyes, preparcd about ſcaven of 
theclocke in the morning , toaſſaullethemin this order, and 
manner following. 

The Eatle of Pappenheim with the Cronſfeltish vyangla- 
rishe,and Savellii Regiments Should fall ypon the great nevy 
yyorke before the neyy toyvanc, vpon vyhich they had faſtned 
a 100, ladders, which weze tog FOOT, and could ſcarccly reache 
y. woos the third yart ofthe vyall,,. wy 
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The Duke of Holſteyne, he should fall vpb the horne worke 
before the Crock port, Count V Volfe of Manſ- velt, with Tillies: 
men,vpon the Heydich, and three of the Emperours Regiments 
vvith ſome of Tyllies ſouldiers, Should afſanlt the new worke 
vpon.the Muſnejbetweene the bridge, and the water, andit 
yyas ſocordered , that they should aſſault theſe foure workes 
alike, & at one time, when a yyarning peece was shot of, which, 
never the leſle they did not, ordurſt nor, becauſethere was ne. 
vera breache made for them to fall in ypon ; and' becauſe the: 
moates were not filled vv. The Earleof Papenheim had 1be 
beſt avantage, becauſe hee vyas to paſſe overa drye moate with: 
hismen, and having noe parapit, or defence ypon the vyall,. & 
the wall it ſelfe hanging downe {loape wiſe, in ſo much that ir- 
yvas very mountable. Sting then, thatthis worke vvas but 
lightly manned, and not well garded at thatinſtant withmen, 
vyhich the Earle of Paptheim knew vvell, by-ſome Traytonrs 
within thcTowne, who ſought to betray their deare Countrey: 
and Towne, by ſome woemen and children of ſome Councel- 
lours, vvho gave him intelligence thereof, - & that there were: 
not abouc zo men in this wonke, & the moſt part of the aſleepe, 
hee fell vpon that worke, and carryedit caſielie, without any 
oreate loſſe of me, & though there were but r5 Souldiersin the: 
falſcbrayc thereof, to make it good, vyhich defended them(ſelys 
brayelyc, the multitude of the Empcronrs Souldiers falling on 
vpon them like ſyvarmes of Bees, they were ouer-matcht , and 
becoming maiſter of the wall, they turnd the ordinance vp6 the 
Townec,got intothetwoturretsin the tnner wall, & fro thence 
playd fariouſlic intothe ſtreets of theCitie, with their ordinice: 
The Governour called the Lord of Falkenburck; being iuſt at 
that time, in the Councell howſle of the towne; toadvile vvith 
the Councell, yyhat yvas beſt to be done, hearing thisalarme; 
got preſently on horſe backe, and gathering-ſfome Muſquettiers 
together skermiſht brauclye, vvith'the Emperours men, vyho 
vvycre gott through the Bulwarke intothe Touwne, and nogee 
tem 


them backe againe into the Bulwarke: but finding himſclfe too 
vveakec, and the Emperours men too ſtrong for him, he rodein 
vpon their Pikes, vvas $hot through the body, and at laſt, burner 
roashcs in the fire,thata peece of him could not be found: Here 
vpo,the Emperours men-prefled forward by force, but through 
the manly courage and'reſiſtance of thoſe vyhich Cap*, Schime 
had got togetherin the turning ofa hand, they were beaten 
backe, through three (treets into the ſaid Bulvvarke again, Bur 
this vvorthy Captaine having reccived a moſt dangerous, and 
deadly shot,the 1 ovvne Souldicrs, began to giue grounde, and 
ſoctheImperialiſtstooke ir in. 

Vpon this, the Duke of Holſteyne, vvith ſome of Papenherms 
men, fell preſently ypon the horne worke by the Crockers 
portand, found shroudreſiſtance,for the Adminiſtratours ſoul. 
dicrsCarried them(eclues vvell in that worke , but ſcing that the 
Papenheymish, and Kronveltish.Regiments, had before taken 
inthe new workc, vyhich lay beforc the port, and foe charging 
the Bishops Souldicrs, both before and behinde, & being ouer- 
mid, they vvercalmoſt all ofthem (layne dead vpon the place, 

But Count Marxſveldt (taycd agood while, thinking it vvas 
good {lcepingin a vvhole skin, till heefell vpon the Heydeck, 


andgave nor.on till Papenheims, and the other Regiments had 


poficfied themſelves of more then #alfe the Tovvne, butat laſt 
falling on, they reſiſted him yalliantly, and hee was tvviſe bea- 
te backc, tothat he was notabletro enter there, but at laſt thoſe 
ofthe Towne, ſcing that all was loſt, their ovyne men opened 
him the VIrici port of the Citty, and ſoc gave him entrance, be- 
twcenec the vvaterandit. Vpon the worke in the marshe, the 
Emperours Souldicrs, hadas good a vvelcome, for thcy vvent 
very Sloyvly to vyorke vvith aſſaultingit, Andſcing, that 
the Tovvne-was taken in, then they began to fall vypon it, hovy 


focuer,they found noe lefle reſiſtance,then the Manſvelders had. 


done before,till at length they vvere let in vvillingly, Andit foc 


be, thencvy worke in the aew Tow ne had been but throughly 
| A 3 mand, 
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mand; and provided vvit# ammunition, ſurely they had met 
wit/ their 0 6eeY ith2d beene impoſliblefor them to have 
entred the walls in 14e three other places, 

After they had cntred the Cittic of Magdenburch , novy be- 
gan that bloody, inhumaine, & lametable murthering of thoſe 
wvhole blood (as Abellsdid) Cryes yp to heayen for vengance, 
they ſpared neither man', vvoeman , orchild, of vyhat ſtate, 
 ſexc, or Condition mrs they vveae, bus shott them through, 
ran them through, or ſtroake them dow ne vvith their cutlaſes, 
ſoc thatin this fury, the inhabitans were driven to hide them 
{elves in holes, & Corners to ſave their lives. And rhough their 
horſe Gotinto Armes, vvith inteat to (covver the ſtreetes, and 
ro Skirmiſh vvith the Emperoutrs men, they found that the 
{treetes were chayned vp in the Corners thereof, and that they 
could not gett intothem, vvhetherthis happned by —— 
Or accident noe man knowes, 

The lmpcrialiſts preſentlye, vvith ſpades, & ſhouclls made a 
natrowe paſſagethrough the wall from the new worke,throug 
which one horſeman after another got into the Towne, vpon 
this they (et the towne a fire, in 50. or 60. ſcucrall places , and 
ſo burnt.it, whercin many thouſands of men were ſmothered, 
NJ burnt'toaſhes ,.and if the Souldicrs had not beene driben 
fotyard toquench the fitc, without all doubt the Cathederall 
"Each, th@rnamentes , and faire buildings aboutit 
had beet wat, . There was leftnot aboue 139: howlſes ſtan». 
|  ſtoodby 1he fiſhe marker, and the moſt of them 

Forthereſt the whole Citty, with the ſumtuous buil- 
fawas burnt to aſhes, yea the gatcsalſo, ſoc that 
oy zOCOUt and in at the Southburck port, 
Men, vyoecmen,& childre, periſhed in the Towne 
capaort cafily be knowne, buton the 12, of 
lay, Seewedind o#7 01d ſtile, : there were -buryed 24080 per- 
82nd befides them thereweremaby more found-dead,iand 
in he ana by won a gentlewomanioingtha 
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hee conld not eſcape the ſouldiers, that would have ravished her 
to preſerue her chaſtity,she lept intoa well, & drownd her ſelfe. 

Anda great many ofthe Emperours Commaundours , and 
Souldiers wouldgive them-no quarter, but murtheredſhotr, & 
flevve man, vvoeman , and childe, like as by Saint Katherynes 
Church,neere the Bridge, there vvere three and fiftyc perſons 
ſlayne,vyhoin a merciles manner, had thcir heads cut off. Two 
Souldiers thad found an innocent child lie crying, & ſprawling 


in the Street, the one tooke the one legg, and the otheran other , 


legg,and puldit in peeces, V Vith the woemen priſoners, they 
abuſed them in that shamefull manner, that it Cannot be ſuffi. 
cicentlie diſcribed, 

The Burgers priſoners, they did ſoc macerate, and miſ-vſe 
them, after they had promiſed them quarter, to get money out 
of them, that they tormented thE, and forced them, to redeeme 
them ſelues vvith a great ſumme of money. 

Of officeres, beſides the Lord Falkenburgh the Gouernour, 
There were flayne Licut, Collonell Lowmes, Licutcnant Col- 
lonell Trooſt,the Sergeant Maior Kyres,the Sergeit Maior Wood- 
reck,Szrgeirt Maior Stcenacker, Capt. Yrſtadt, Capt. Woeſtenhoff, 
the horſe Captaine Heydman, Captaine Schimt, Capt. LaFarus, 
and Auzrimam dangerouſly wounded, alſo the Sergeant Maior 
Amſtcrack,who,was shottt hrough his right Tegg, Licutcnant 
Collonel Boy, and the Maior Shipman with al the horſe, were 
taken priſonners by the Cathederall Chutcly ypon the new 
Markett. His Grace the Lord .AHdminiſtratuer, after that he had 
beene vp6 tewſday morning by the Heydeck to viſite the Gards, 
both his legs with the windeofa Canon bullet were ſtruken, & 
hurtalitle there vvith; pullingon another paire of bootes , and 
going out againe, preſentlie neweSvyas brought him, that the 
Enemy vvas already ypon the wall, 

After they had taken him priſonner , and had promiſed him 
quarter, yet being Caryed out of the towne,, through the vvall 
ypon is horle,, their Muſquettiers gaue fire ypon him, and ſhot 
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bisſetvants dead'by him , and atlaſtfalling ypon him ſhot him 
throug one ofhis1cgs,& Ntrikingbim mary Pattiſan, gave him 
a vvound vpon his head, anddid ſoc ſtrike, and beate him , that 
through vveaknes he fell dovvne ftom his horſe , and then 
pillaged him.& tooke from him hishart, his rapire, his band , aud 
Cyftcs, Garters, and Pootes, and wasa Stripping of him ſtarke 
nakcd,ifihe Earle of Paper heimbad not-come while they were 
about it and prevented it. And ſoc they carryed him hetweene 
two pikesinto theArmyegto the Earle of Papenheims tent,were 
the Dukeof Saxon, & the Duke of Holſteyne began to vilipend 
him, and gauc him ill language, vuhom his grace anſwered with 
a {ingular courage, & magnanimitic, and called-God to witnefle 
10 Comfort h1m, that hee had borne a good:Conlieience both to 
God,and man-ward,and thus ye have a bieife relation.of the de- 
plorable taking in of that rowne of Magdenburch,lying vpon 
the river called the Elve in the Duchie of Mechlingburch which 
is taken in againe by the King of Swethens Army,
